HOPEFUL OF DEVELOPING ANOTHER TWO- 
YEAR-OLD LIKE OLD ROSEBUD. 



Godfrey Preece Hu Largest Band of Yearlings, 
Closely Followed by R A Jones— S. Veiiler’ a 
Horses Rounding Into Form. 



Juarez, Mexico, December 26. — While there are 
not as many yearlings, coming two year olds, now 
in training at the Juarez course as in former years, 
the reason for this is in the scarcity of foals of 
1914, as compared with other recent years covering 
the period that this conrse has been in operation. 

Each year, for the last seven, at least, there 
has been a falling off in the production of thor- 
oughbred yearlings and while recently the breeding 
business lias taken on new life, it is too early as 
yet for much increase to come in this line and 
there will be little gain in the output of such 
youngsters for a year or two yet. 

While the number of these colts, fillies and 
geldings here this year is short as compared with 
last year and the year previous, still there are 
sufficient to furnish an abundance of two-year-old 
racing as soon as 1916 sets in. 

There are a number of promising two-year-olds 
noon to begin racing here. The eastern trainer, 
Godfrey Preece, has the biggest string of these 
youngsters here, an even dozen head, while the 
Missouri turfman, B. A. Jones, with eleven head, is 
next on the list. F. I). Weir, who developed Old 
Kosebud, has a promising string of six youngsters 
of this age and, as usual, the Texas stables of 
Wade McLemore and I. E. Clark have a good repre- 
sentation in this line. There are many other strings 
here with one or more coming two-year-olds in 
training and it would occasion no surprise if some 
youngster would show up like Calisse in 1911, Haw- 
thorn in 1912 and Old ltosebud in 1912, which will 
go to Kentucky next spring and capture some of 
the stakes liuug up ou the tracks in that state. 
Nearly all the two-year-old stakes in the spring 
and summer in Kentucky have been won by two- 
year-olds developed at the Juarez track. Calisse 
won the Debutante Stakes at Churchill Downs and 
the Cllpsetta Stakes at Latonia; Climber won the 
Idle Hour Stakes at Lexington and the Debutante 
Stakes at Churchill Downs; Hawthorn won the 
Bashford Manor Stakes at Churchill Downs and the 
Iroquois Stakes at Lexington, and Old Kosebud won 
the Spring Trial Stakes at Douglas Park, the 
Harold Stakes and Cincinnati Trophy at Latonia. 
Another Juarez track development that was a stake 
winner in Kentucky was Edith W. and, but for 
going wrong last spring, Julia L.. which left here 
-^with a string of wins to her credit, might have won 
the Breeders’ Futurity at Lexington, which event 
would likely have been won by both Hawthorn and 
Old Rosebud iiad they lieen eligible to start. No 
other winter track in late days holds a record com- 
pared with the Jockey Clnb Juarez in this respect. 

S. Veiiler lias been compelled to have his good 
filly Inez fired for osselets. hut the operation was 
so neatly and effectively done that he is now con- 
fident that he will be able to race the daughter 
of Alvescot at the Juarez track, anyway by the 
last of the coming month, or, at the latest, early 
in February. Veiller’s good gelding Bermudian 
is now on the improve and will be sure to do some 
good racing here. This son of Peter Quince was 
a sick horse in Maryland last fall and. in fact, 
at one time, his owner feared that he would die. 
He bas now apparently entirely recovered without 
his wind being effected to any extent and bids 
fair to be as good in his class as of old. In 
Maznik. this successful western horseman has se- 
cured a good bread-winning addition to his stable 
and be expects to pick up a couple of more good 
racers here this winter, to make a spring and sum- 
mer’s campaign in Kentucky next year. With 
Inez noiv an early racing prospect, Bermudian round- 
ing to and Maznik in good winning form, Veiiler 
bids fair to have hi* usual good winter racing string 
over the Juarez track, which bas always been a 
lucky siiot for this horseman. 

One of the real old timers of the track w’hicli 
lias come to the Juarez course to race this winter 
is the noted son of Frankfort, Bat Masterson. that 
is just alKMit to Itcgin his eleventh year on the 
turf. This horse is coming twelve years old and so 
far this season lias won three races, which goes to 
show that his racing career will at least run 
through another year. He has been the most suc- 
cessful race winner sired by the brother to Ham- 
tvurg. having during his long time of racing won 
a total of forty ra«*es ami many other times has 
finished in the money. His winnings in money is 
m*t such a great total, still he lias made better 
than the general average in this resi*ect. having to 
bis credit $16,093. He has one record of the horses 
of his time at least, and that is the feat he ac- 
complished at nine years old, he winning that year 
eleven races and was in the money in eight of his 
other starts. Bat Masterson as a two-year-old was 
so highly regarded that he sold at that age for 
$7,500. * His dam is Vanessa, by Belvidere, that 
was a good race mare and a winner of twenty-eight 
races in the four years she was on the turf. His 
showing as a yearling caused J. E. Madden to 
buy his sire, Frankfort, but the latter failed to make 
good at Hamburg Place. 

The once noted rider. Phil Musgrave, is making 
liis first visit to Juarez this winter, but like former 
jockev C. H. Shilling, it is in the role of an owner 
and trainer. Musgrave has brought three horses 
here from the east to race, they being the speedy 
sprinter Joe Blair, Egmont, soon to be a four-year- 
old and the now two-year-old Red Cloud, a son of 
the noted /ace horse Chuctanunda. To only go back 
as far as 1908. the records show’ that Musgrave had 
120 winning mounts that year and was among the 
first ten successful American jockeys. He was 
again prominent in 1909 with ninety-seven winning 
mounts, while his mounts won ninety-one races in 
1910. He only rode twenty-one winning races in 
1911 and twenty -eight in 1912. but done better in 
1913 when fifty-seven of Ids mounts got home in 
front. This shows a record in six years of 417 
winning mounts and it is well to note that if Mus- 
grave, as a trainer, proves as successful as lie w’as 
as a rider, he w’ill soon make good ns a skillful 
trainer of horses. 

E. J. O’Connell will race his speedy filly Carrie 
Ortne only a few more times here this winter and, 
after that be will rest her up for racing in Ken- 
tnckv next spring and summer. His filly Marjorie 
D. lie will race all winter at the Juarez track, for 
the reason that she lias not been campaigned in 
either of her two years on the turf as severely as 
Carrie Orme. O* Council intends to purchase a 

«'**uple of in«»re horses for Kentucky racing and at 
the close of the preseut meeting will ship his 
string to Lexington. This Kentucky turfman has 
brought bis eutire familv here this winter and will 
make E! Paso his home in the future. Since the 
Juarez track lias been o|*encd a number of horsemen 
have established homes in El Paso, they concluding 
V that as they annually stay in this section for six 
months in the year it becomes more of a home than 
anr other place where they race their stables. 

Bid McPbec. the once famous second baseman of 
the Cincinnati Reds, is a daily attendant on the 
raw aud is enjoying good health as well as bask 
ing in the sunshine of prosperity, to all appear- 
ances. Though a bit grayer than when lie quit the 
diamond, lie is the same good fellow as of bid and 
now numbers bis friends here by the scores. He 
has always loved racing and even when a star ball 
plaver never missed an opportunity to see any big

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SOMETHING ABOUT THE BREEDING WHICH PRODUCED A CUP 
WINNER IN AUSTRALIA

The news which came to hand a few weeks ago 
that the Allendale Stock Farm’s Lavendo had won 
the Caulfield Cup at Melbourne, Australia, was es- 
pecially plcasiug to me, for 1 am convinced that 
had it not beeu for my energies and influence, 
Lavendo would never have undertaken the long 
voyage to the antipodes. 

Lavendo’s age is given as a four-year-old, but 
when he won the big Caulfield race he was only an 
October three-year-old, which, of course, makes liis. 
victory still more meritorious. Horses, as I sup- 
pose most of you know, date their birth from July 
1 in the southern hemisphere and it is for this 
reason that horses, imported to Australia from .this 
country or England, take on a year as soon as the 
equator is crossed. 

Lavendo’s owners and proprietors of the Allandale 
Stock Farm, Messrs. Allan and George Tye, though, 
long residents of Melbourne, originally bailed from 
Canada and tbeir first embarkation in racing was 
by way of the trotters. The Messrs. Tye, how- 
ever, soon came to the conclusion, though they 
imported some of the best American-bred trotting 
stock, that tlie game was not worth the candle and, 
in 1910 decided to throw in their lot with tlie 
runners. With this end in view they dispatched 
their purchasing agent. Mr. Andrew Robertson, to 
this country. Mr. Robertson’s purchases on that 
trip could not, by any stretch of imagination, be 
reckoned as anything like first class, but a few 
good winners resulted. The two Oddfellow fillies. 
Virgin ie and Dewberry’ — sister to the Toboggan 
Handicap winner. Berry Maid— were among the 
number. The following year saw Mr. Robertson 
back with us once more and he took back with him 
a far better class of horses than he did ou his first 
visit. 

W’e, for I myself was of the party, left San 
Francisco November 5 on the Norwegian tramp Ad- 
miral Borressen, arriving in Melbourne thirty-three 
days later. Some day 1 hope to write you the story 
of my first trip south and trust that it may not 
prove uninteresting reading. All of our horses were 
landed in the best of condition, but the long ac- 
climatization process was ahead of them and when 
I bid Australia adieu in the December of 1913, they 
were only just coming to band. Since then, how- 
ever things in a racing way have been going 
smoothlv enough for tlie Messrs. Tye. Hamburg Belle, 
a fine chestnut daughter of Planudes and Saratoga 
Belle— dam of Fayette and Iron Duke— has carried 
off an Adelaide Cup amongst other races, and Lem- 
priere has won the three miles Australian Cup. 
Lempriere, as is Hamburg Belle, is a product of 
Hamburg Place, and is a chestnut gelding by The 
Scribe out of Colline— W. H. Daniels’ dam— by 
Hanover. Just another argument, a clincher in fact, 
of the necessity of Herod blood on the dam s side 
of the house generally, and the excellence of Han- 
over as a broodmare sire in particular. Other 
winners there ar e too. but these are the best of 
them and a big advertisement for the Allandale 
stallions. Tlie Scribe and Planudes. 

The summer of 1912 found me, in company with 
Robertson, in England in a quest, which at one 
time seemed to be hopeless, a few really well-bred 
horses at prices which would pay us to take them 
out to Melbourne. English-bred bloodstock was 



then in the zenith of its fame and prices had 
reached their high-water mark and no such bargains 
awaited us as were to be had by the few enterpris- 
ing American buyers or their representatives who 
made the trip to England this year. In fact, we 
had almost despaired of getting hold of a first-class 
broodmare at anything like a reasonable figure, 
when young Sam Darling put us on to a mare 
which he thought might interest us — and we were 
duly introduced to Lavella, with a colt foal at foot 
by Chaucer. 

Lavella herself, is a truly grand type of mare, 
16 hands, solid bay, seven years old. Her 1912 
two-year-old, after showing speed, unfortunately 
met with an accident and bad to be destroyed and 
here was a youngster at foot and she was evidently 
with foal to the St. Leger winner, Troutbeck. La- 
vella’s foal was a brown, a truly magnificent* fellow 
and by Chaucer, sire of Stedfast, winner of twelve 
straight races and which did not meet his Waterloo 
until that memorable battle for the Sandown Eclipse 
Stakes, in which he only succumbed to the in- 
domitable Prince Palatine by tlie shortest of heads. 

The price asked for Lavella and colt was one 
thousand guineas, and I was all for buying on the 
spot. From the look of things it was apparent there 
was nothing at all wrong with either of them, and 
to me it looked like the bargain of a life time, 
but Mr. Robertson, in his cautious Australian way, 
decided to wait a bit before closing the deal and, 
eventually got the two for eight hundred pounds — 
goodness what a bargain. I really think Robertson 
was as much impressed with the excellencies of 
the mare and her foal as I, bat Australians, as a 
rule, are cautious people and never do things in 
a hurry. Everything comes, yon know, to him who 
is willing to wait. To tell the truth, I was on 
pins and needles until the deal was finally closed 
and the owner, I learned later, was in dire straits 
for ready cash. 

At the time of the sale I made a prediction that 
we had bought the best colt that would leave the 
shores of dear old Albion in 1912, and also that he 
would win the Melbourne Cup. and he’s next door 
to having done it, too. There is plenty of time yet 
for him to win the Flemington big race. 

The Caulfield Cup was worth this time $20,000, 
which will go a long way to recompense the 
Messrs. Tye for previous disappointments and the 
only regret I have is, that I, myself, was not 
able to participate in the jollification which was 
certain to attend so popular a victory. 

Leaving Liverpool per White Star steamship Su- 
cia, there was a forty-three days’ voyage ahead 
of us, the heat of the tropics to be tolerated, the 
cold, snow, wind and hail of the roaring forties 
left behind, ere we should once more reach our 
destination which was accomplished without any 
serious mishaps. Touching, en route, at Cape Town, 
Albany and Adelaide, to wake at sunrise one fairy- 
land morning, we were soon alongside the pier and 
nnloading, and when Allan Tye finally put in his 
appearance I reiterated my prediction that we have 
brought him a future winner of “The Cup.” 

Here is Lavendo’s pedigree. There are still to 
be found some who insist that breeding race horses 
is a mere matter of chance. I, however, prefer 
to think otherwise. 
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Lavendo’s pedigree shows that he is bred on the 
out-cross plan of mating and that the three great 
lines of Herod, Matchem and Eclipse are balanced 
to a nicety. Chaucer, the sire, is. of course, a 
son of St. Simon and of Eclipse descent in tail 
male and during his racing career was returned 
the winner of two Liverpool Cups and has attained 
to much distinction as a sire and Chancer is 
owned by Lord Derby, whose recruiting scheme 
bas met with such a ready response in England. 

Chaucer’s dam. Canterbury Pilgrim, herself an 
Oaks winner, is also the dam of that mighty race 
horse Swynford, winner of the St. Leger and which, 
as a four-year-old, proved altogether too good for 
tlie Derby winner Lemberg. Canterbury Pilgrim’s 
sire Tristan, which, although he could not interest 
St. Simon, was good enough to win -tan Ascot Gold 
Cup and many another good race besides, and was 
by Hermit, out of a granddaughter of the im- 
mortal Queen Mary. Next in line comes Pil- 
grimage, another great winner, by Bosicrucian’s 
brother. The Palmer, and Pilgrimage in addition 
to Canterbury Pilgrim produced the sensational 
IPO to 1 shot Derby winner, the gigantic Jed- 
dah. This is a famous branch of the No. 1 family 
and Chaucer’s pedigree leaves little to be desired. 
Lavella is a daughter of Mr. Houldsworth’s fav- 
orite Laveno. winner of one of the ten thousand 
pounders, and the sire of many good race horses 
and broodmares, including Veneration, dam of that 
wonderfully speedy horse Craganour which finished 
first but w : as subsequently disqualified for the Derby 
of 1913. 

Laveno is by Bend Or out of Napoli, by Maca- 
roni and this self-same St. Simon — Bend Or cross 
has. ere this, resulted in tlie production of many 
of England’s best, notably Zinfandel and the peer- 
less Sceptre. Everyone who knows anything at 
all about bloodstock, knows the value of the 
Bend Or line and this year again fiuds. In Poly- 
melus, a descendant of the Duke of Westminster’s 
Derby winner at the head of the English winning 
stallions. Australian turfmen are well Informed as 
to the extreme excellence of this Napoli branch 
of the No. I family, for is not Mr* Sol Greta’s 



famous sire Positano a grandson of Napoli, and 
Positano, to date, has sired, in Lord Cardigan, 
Lord Nolan. Poseidon and Piastre four winners 
of. the Melbourne Cup. I, myself, witnessed the 
triumph of the last named and, though Piastre 
is no beauty to look at. he’s game and honest 
to the core, and next to Trafalger, the best horse 
I saw race during my sojourn in the land of the 
Southern Cross. 

Napoli’s sire. Macaroni, was probably one of the 
three greatest broodmare sires the paddock ever 
knew, a Herod, of course, and during these dreary 
winter months I propose to write something of 
these famous broodmare sires of Herod and Matchem 
descent. Now, however, comes the real milk in 
the cocoanut. Bellavalley, Laveudo’s grandam, 
is by the Herod horse Favo and her dam is Kaled. 
by the Matchem sire Arbitrator. Assuredly the 
Bruce Lowe adherent will point with glee to the 
fact that Favo and Laveno return the No. 1 strain 
to Chaucer, but there is no getting away from the 
fact that Lavendo shows a pedigree which in every 
way brings out the extreme value of the outcross 
and balancing of the blood lines plan of mating. 

Favo, Bella valley’s sire, is by one of Baron 
Rothschild’s Derby winners, Favonius, and is best 
known, on this side of the Atlantic, as the sire 
of Enoch Wishard’s Royal Flush, which was after- 
wards acquired by the late James B. Haggin to 
stand for service at his Elmendorf Stud, where 1 
do not think he was accorded the patronage he so 
richly deserved. 

Arbitrator is best known to fame as the sire of 
Kilwarlin. winner of the St. Leger. and Kilwarlln 
in turn sired the Futurity winner Ogden which, since 
his acquisition by John Madden, has scored such 
a signal success as a sire at Hamburg Place. 
The more I study Luveudo’g pedigree, the more 
I am enamored of It, the component parts of 
which dovetail into a mosaic which is well nigh 
flawless. Pray pardon my enthusiasm and tolerate 
my. perhaps pardonable, pride, for I encircled the 
globe in an endeavor to find a youngster good 
enough to win a Melbourne Cup and, perhaps, found 
him at the first time of asking.

The rout of the talent 
was completed when Elwah finished third to Mou- 
creif and Lily Orme in the final race of the day.

Clearing of the Situation at Juarez Brings Return 
of Confidence and a Big Crowd. 



El Paso, Tex., December 26. — Today saw the 
gathering of another big crowd of race goers at the 
Juarez track. Conditions have so settled down that 
there is no longer any timidity on the part of the 
local people about visiting the course and it is ex- 
pected that the meeting will take ou a prosperous 
air from this time forth. 

The chief offering in a racing way today was a 
seven-eighths handicap for all-aged horses. It was 
contested by a field of six, with the veteran. Koo- 
tenay, held in highest esteem. Maznik, running in 
improved form, was never headed and Kootenay was 
a length behind him at the finish. It was Maznik.’s 
first victory in the colors of Seymour Veiiler. 

Of scarcely less interest was the third race, 
which brought about a meeting between Joe Tigue’s 
rejnvenated sprinter, Seneca and the speedy Joe 
Blair. The latter was making his first start of tho 
meeting here and was held at odds-on. He set the 
early pace, but Seneca, in good form just now, 
took the lead and won off by himself, while Joe 
Blair failed to secure a place. 

Industry, backed into joint favoritism with Billy 
Culbertson, accounted for the two-year-old race 
with much ease. Bean Spiller graduated from tbo 
maiden class and in handsome fashion by making a 
show of those opposed to him in the second race. 

Canapa found it rather easy to beat Balgee in the 
fifth and the improved Lad did the repeating act 
in the^nal race of the day.

It’s here at last — Peace in northern Mexico with 
the Carranza forces in complete control of both the 
governmental aud military situation in aud sur- 
rounding Juarez. The Villa ofiicials have peacefully 
relinquished all concessions, and stepped down and 
out. that the Carranza consul. Andres G. Garcia, 
might take up the representation of the first chief 
in Juarez and the section beyond the Rio Grande. 
This is good news to both local and visiting turf- 
men and gives assurances that, with a recognized 
governmental head in the northern capital the pres- 
ent race meeting will take on an air of prosjierity 
probably never attendant to any previous meeting 
held at the home of the Jockey Club Juarez. The 
unprecedented influx of tourists to this city, with 
the unusuallv busy winter on this side has resulted 
in the consul fra* the first eiiief making early over- 
tures to the race track officials to ucuuaint the 
traveling public as well as the local enthusiasts 
with the fact that General Carranza ami his staff 
will afford all who visit the races and 'the neigh- 
boring Mexican municipality all protection which 
would assure them of persona^ safety. Mr. Garcia’s 
statement is backed by the governmental head and 
really comes as an invitntiou of welcome to a land 
finally restored to peaceful condition. In that the 
Carranza interests are recognized by the United 
States government, there can be no question but 
that the friendly feeling of the first chief’s northern 
representative is genuine and. coming at this time 
and without solicitation is guarantee sufficient to 
insure a prosperous time for racing and raciug 
people. — El Paso Times.

Lola A. was a mare of 
dazzling S|»e<*d and produced two brilliant racers in 
Astarita and Timtier. The latter ran second in the 
Futurity of 1905. while Astarita was a stake winner 
of eighteen races and $20,903. Lola A. is a sister 
to the stake winner Engarita. that won $10,223 and 
their dam was Ogarita. a daughter of Great Toni, 
that sired the dams of the first Futurity winner, 
rns'tor Knott and the wouderful rac-er, Tammany, 
which won during his turf career a total of $117,055.

W. R. COE YEARLINGS THRIVING FINELY. 

New York, December 20. — At Belmont Park, 
where many valuable thoroughbreds are now' in 
winter quarters, there is not a sick animal to be 
found. Not only is this true, but the horses are 
doing remarkably well. Many of the English year- 
lings which looked rather rough and unkempt after 
their voyage across the Atlantic, are now in splen- 
did condition, seeming to be quite as healthy and 
robust as those w’hich summered in Kentucky and 
elsewhere iu this country. 

Trainer Jerry Carroll, of W. R. Coe’s Shoshone 
Stable, appears to be one of the especially fortunate 
ones at Belmont Park. Some w r eeks ago Mr. Coe re- 
ceived an especially fine lot of English yearlings 
which A. J. Joyner bought for him, but while they 
arrived in robust health, they looked somewhat 
rough after their long voyage. Since then they have 
improved wonderfully both in size and general ap- 
pearance. At the time they landed any expert 
horseman could not fail to recognize the fact that 
they were a fine lot of youngsters, but now the 
merest novice could not fail to form that opinion. 
Those which attracted the most favorable attention 
when they lauded are now* looking wonderfully at- 
tractive. while not a few wiiicli were apt to be over- 
looked by the casual observer when they first landed 
have grown into splendid yearlings. 

The black filly by White Eagle, which, although 
fairly rangy, looked light and even delicate w'lien 
landed here, has grow’n and thickened into a grand- 
lookiug individual, and thus far her rudimentary 
education has established the fact that she has a 
fine way of going and an exceptional turn of speed. 
The Royal Realm colt which was universally ad- 
mired when he made his first appearance at Belmont 
Park, has gone on improving as noticeably as some 
of tiie smaller ones. The Lemberg colt, which was 
not in good condition when he landed, is now' a 
grand-looking bay, w’ell worthy of his illustrious 
sire, lie is not only a youngster of fine size and 
substance, but racy-looking and highly finished. Per- 
haps the yearling showing the most remarkable im- 
provement is a chestnut son of the Derby winner, 
Cicero. This is now one of the big colts of the lot, 
and his finish is quite as high as, that of the best 
of them. It is not alone that he is rangy and 
massive, but his outline is that of a real race 
horse aud a stout weight carrier. 

Polymelian is tiie name which Mr. Coe has given 
to his chestnut yearling colt by Poly meins — Pas- 
quita, W’hich arrived about a week ago on the Min- 
nehaha. Although this fellow has had but little 
time in whieli to show how much trainer Carroll’s 
care, the air and grass of Belmont Park, excellent 
stabliug and good hay and oats can do for a colt, 
he has shown marked improvement. A sturdy, mas- 
culine looking colt, stout and compact, to begin with, 
he has developed into one which appears thoroughly 
high class and looks like one which would be stout 
enough to pack any weight and stay to the end of 
a loug route. As yet, wholly untried, Jbe seems io 
have all the physical aud temperamental require- 
ments of a good race horse. He is a bright chest- 
nut, marked with a broad blaze and three w’liite 
feet. 

Yesterday Mr. Coe’s latest purchase, the chestnut 
yearling filly. Merry Thought, by Uncle — Marise (by 
Hamburg out of Leonora Loring) which was secured 
at the sale of the Maekay yearlings for $4,000. ar- 
rived at the Shoshone training stable at Belmont 
Park. Although this filly has not yet fully rounded 
to after her protracted and tempestuous sea voyage 
on the Minnehaha, she was a taking filly as seen 
yesterday. Not tall, she has rather remarkable 
length and reach, with weight and muscular devel- 
opment just w’taere a race horse needs them. She 
displays the fop crosses of her pedigree to a re- 
markable extent in her conformation. Her head, 
neck and shoulders are distinctly of the Star Shoot 
type, which she inherits from her sire. Uncle, w'hilc 
the great range of her quarters and high croup can- 
not fail to remind one of Hamburg: and it requires 
no stretch of imagination to believe that her long 
cylindrical barrel bears the suggestion of her mater- 
nal granddam. Leonora Loring. 

The other thoroughbreds in trainer Carroll’s care 
are doing finely. The high-priced two-year-olds 
White Hackle and Jacoba are both in perfect condi- 
tion. The filly has tilled cut and thickened to suen 
an extent that in looking at her one is forcibly re- 
minded of her sensational sire. Jack Atkin, w’bile 
White Hackle never looked so grand as lie does now. 
He. too. has grown and thickened noticeably. Hau- 
berk. the tallest horse in the stable, though he does 
not look it. Is wintering finely. 

Mr. Coe lias a four-year-old maiden in his stable, 
but the fact that she is a maiden is no reflection 
upon her. for she has never faced the starter. This 
is Janie, a bay filly by Dutch Pretext, son of that 
good race horse. Flying Dutchman, out of the good 
jumping mare, Lida Woodlands. This filly never 
has lieeu trained. Mr. Coe picked her up down in 
Virginia as an experiment, thinking that having 
been permitted to go without training thus far 
toward maturity, she should have an exceptional 
allowance of the stoutness and courage especially 
desirable in a steeplechaser. 

Some few weeks ago Mr. Coe purchased an English- 
bred yearling from A. J. Joyner, who sent him over 
in midsummer. This is the bay colt Jack Mount, by 
Amadis out of Catana. He is a strong, useful look- 
ing colt of fair size and smooth finish. He spent 
the late summer and autumn In New Jersey. 



EPSOM DERBYS OF A HUNDRED YEARS. 

Incidents Attending the Running of the Most 
Famous Race of the World. 

(Sixth Article.) 

A less memorable year is Pretender’s, in 1SU9, 
when the Two Thousand Guineas winner was again 
successful at Epsom, and a highly-esteemed and 
straight-going Northern sportsman, Mr. (afterwards 
Sir) R. Jardine, was honored with his first and only 
Blue Riband, this being the last occasion of the 
race going to a Yorkshire stable, Jenny Howlet’s 
Oaks, eleven years later, having since been the only 
Epsom triumph of the many-acred county. Although 
running in the name of Mr. J. Johnstone, there is 
no doubt Mr. R. Jardine had au interest in Pre- 
tender. 

Sir Joseph Ilawley here came near equalling 
the doings of Lord Egreinont w’ith his fifth Derby, 
ns he pressed the winner close with Pero Gomez: 
Indeed, so close a thing was it that Wells on Pero 
called out tp John Osborne. “I've just done you. 
Johnny,” who called hack, “No, it’s a dead-heat,” 
and neither knew which had won until Pretender’s 
number, “4,” went up. But for a scrimmage in 
the race, in which Pero Gomez was momentarily 
shut in, evervone connected with him believed he 
would have won, and this view, indeed, would seem 
to have been confirmed in the St. Leger, when the 
••Beadsman” decisively overthrew his Northern con- 
queror at Epsom. 

Another fancied Russley candidate, the roarer, 
Belladrum. proved a most disastrous animal to a 
large body of Southern * speculators and small 
punters, many of them, remembering their favorite 
of the previous year, sticking to him, despite ad- 
verse rumors: but liis wind infirmity had increased 
since his hard race against Pretender in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, and he finished in the ruck. 

The race, after all was over, was nearly pro- 
ductive of a veritable sensation, through a report 
getting about that the winner’s nominator, Mr. W. 
Sadler, had died before the race was run, but the 
threatened objection to Pretender which was about 
to follow came to nothing when tiie fact was known 
that the gentleman, whose departure from this 
sphere had been prematurely announced, was still 
lingering upon the scene. Tiie race is also memor- 
able for the fact that John Osborne, who altogether 
rode in thirty-seven Derbys, scored his only suc- 
cess iu the great Epsom race on this occasion. 

The damp, deary festival of 1870 saw the first 
Derby victory of the popular “magpie” jacket of 
Lord Falmouth, when the shifty Kingcraft, third 
in the Two Thousand Guineas, tenderly and skil- 
fully nursed by that consummate artist Tom French, 
accomplished a runaway win in a moderate field, 
completely reversing tiie Newmarket running with 
Macgregor, another Russley “unfortunate” here 
made favorite at 9 to 4 on, which had romped 
away with the “Guineas” on liis first appearance 
in public. The victory of Kingcraft began an 
extraordinary run of lock in the “classics” for Lord 
Falmouth, for from this time up to 1883 he won 
no few’er than fourteen of these races. To so 
liberal a supporter of the turf these successes were 
no cause for wonder, and when in 1884 be decided 
to give up racing for a time his entire stud of 
horses realized a grand total of 111,880 guineas. 
Kingcraft’s subsequent performances on a race 
course were the reverse of triumphant, and after 
a run of eighteen defeats he managed to finish 
his racing career with a win in the Lancashire 
Handicap at Liverpool as a six-year-old. 

Then followed the famous “Baron’s” year in 
1871. when one of the kindliest and most honorable 
men who ever owned a race horse had his first 
good turn in the sport he loved so well and followed 
for its own sake alone. Besides the Derby with 
Favonius, Baron Meyer de Rothschild also had a 
double triumph with Hannah in the Oaks. With 
the pair, in fact, the jovial millionaire fairly swept 
the board, all the classic races, the Two Thousand 
Guineas excepted, falling to his share — a feat ac- 
complished by no other sportsman before. 

Tom French again rode the winner, hut not the 
Oaks heroine, which was entrusted to the Karon's 
own jockey, Maidment, French being up on Hop- 
bine. third, and to him is accredited the rare feat 
of riding two successive Derby winners. Poor Tom, 
who died two years later at the early age of 25. 
also rode Christmas Carol and Savernake, second 
respectively in the Derbys won by Gladiateur and 
Lord Lyon. Favonius, which was a big colt, did not 
run as a two-year-old, aud he was far from being 
at his best w'licn beaten a head by Albert Victor on 
tiie occasion of his debut in the Newmarket Bien- 
nial. 

Tried better than Hannah, the victory of the 
latter in the One Thousand Guineas gave his party 
every confidence for the success of Favonius in the 
great Epsom prize, and although several others, in- 
cluduing the aforementioned Albert Victor, were 
preferred to him in the betting, he easily won by a 
length and a half from King of the Forest and 
Albert Victor, which dead-heated for second place. 
During a short stud career — he died in 1877 — be be- 
gat Sir Bevys, a colt destined to wiu the Derby 
in 1879. 

Another popular and patient sportsman. Mr. Sa- 
vile, was rewarded next year for many disappoint- 
ments and much liberal patronage of the turf in the 
head victory of Cremorne, after a slashing set-to 
with the Manton outsider. Pell Mell, the “Riband” 
going for the third year in succession to New- 
market. though not to its chosen champion. The 
latter was the “Guineas” winner, the famous Prince 
Charlie. “Prince of the T. Y. C..” but his forte was 
not then fairly known, aud he was quite out of his 
element over the Surrey Hills, although made first 
favorite. 

A lazier horse than Cremorne was never known, 
and many a time would he almost go to sleep when 
walking to the exercise grounds of a morniug; in 
consequence his knees were always carefully pro- 
tected, for he would occesionally come down while 
in a state of stupor. However, when asked to 
gallop he was always eager, and in his first racing 
year accounted for nine out of eleven races, and 
was placed twice. He was also an abnormal feeder, 
and w’ould make an extra meal from his straw 
bedding. Sawdust was finally used to bed him on, 
and even then he had to be muzzled at night. 

As an instance of Cremorne’s partiality for taking 
“forty winks,” the following amusing story is men- 
tioned in tiie volume of “The Romance of the 
Derby”: While the multitude were assembling on 

Epsom Downs that day, Cremorne was ‘resting* at 
Armstrong’s stables near the grandstand. He had 
done his gallop and received his ‘feed,* and was 
then left in peace, his man, Clark, being entrusted 
with the duty of guarding him. About noon Gil- 
bert and his son. William, w’ent into the stable 
yard. ‘Where’s Clark ?’ asked the trainer. *1 left 
him here,’ replied the son; and then, ‘he’s not far 
off. Can’t you hear him singing?’ Proceeding to 
Cremorne’s box and opening the door, the Gilberts 
saw one of the straugest and most comical sights 
imaginable. Cremorne lay stretched on the floor 
sound asleep, with his faithful attendant sitting on 
his shoulder and singing a ditty from a penny song 
book he had bought from an itinerant vendor. What 
a picture that scene would have made.” 

Shortly after his race for the Derby Cremorne 
was sent to France for the Grand Prize de Paris, 
which he won easily, and thereby placed his name 
first on the list of our own Derby champions to w’in 
this valuable prize, and as a four-year-old credited 
his ow’ner with the Ascot Cup ami Alexandra Plate. 
Cremorne’s Derby was the first occasion on which 
tiie present course was used, the first portion of it 
being farther away from the stands, and on a 
higher level than the track that had been in use 
since 1848. 

That “it’s a long lane that has no turning” was 
happily illustrated at Epsom in 1873. when the 
Russley stable’s long spell of ill-luck, beginning in 
1861 with Dundee, and pursuing that stable through 
Kuekstone, Scottish Chief. Liddington. Student, 
Marksman, Belladnun. Macgregor, Sunlight. King 
of the Forest and Gladiolus, was broken by Stock- 
well’s last and worthiest son. Doncaster, "and the 
solatium of an Oaks and St. Leger added to atone 
for Fortune’s protracted neglect. 

Burdened with the cumbersome name of All Heart 
and No Peel wiien led into the salo ring at Don- 
easter as a yearling he was knocked down to the 
bid of Mr. Merry at 950 guineas, and was placed 
under the care of Roliert Peck, who had succeeded 
J. Waugh as trainer to the Scottish ironmaster; 
but his progress as a two-year-old was decidedly 
slow, and in consequence his dehut was deferred 
until the Two Thousand Guineas, in which race he 
failed to finish in the first three, much to the sur- 
prise of his trainer, who had well galloped him just 
previously. 

Naturally, this performance did not instil in the 
mind of the owner much hope of winning the Derby 
with Doncaster, and intentions were to keep him 
in reserve for later engagements, hut another home 
gallop revealed the fact that he was improving 
daily, and he was allow’ed to take bis chance at 
Epsom, starting at 45 to 1 against, beat the fav- 
orite. Gang Forward, and Kaiser, which dead- 
heated for second place, and completely reversed 
the Newmarket form with the pair just mentioned, 
giving Fred Webb a lucky chance mount. 

As a sire he gained great fame, and was the 
foundation of the racing fortunes of the Duke of 
Westminster, who purchased him at the end of his 
racing days for 14.000 pounds. Among his first 
crop of foals was Bend Or, which became the sire 
of Ormonde, and whose descendants are well- 
known in the present generation of turf followers. 
It may be noticed of Doncaster’s Derby that the 
field of 12 was the smallest since Wild Dayrell’s 
year in 1855. 

A staunch old sportsman and breeder of his own 
horses, with a limited hut choice stud. Mr. W. S. 
Cartwright, hail his turn in 1874 with George 
Frederick by Mars.vas — Princess of Wales, lie was 
bred at Fairwater. near Cardiff, and as a two-yea r- 
oUl did nothing to lead his owner into the belief 



that he had a prospective Derby winner in his 
posession, whilst his temper was not of the best. 
However, the colt made wonderful improvement 
during the early part of his three-year-old career, 
and so splendidly did he acquit himself iu a trial 
that his success at Epsom was lookiil ujK>n as a 
foregone conclusion by liis connections, ludeed, so 
sanguine was his owner, that on Derby Day be 
hail over thirty telegrams written to his friends 
to sav that George Frederick had won. His make 
and shape, liowever. did not appeal to many crit- 
ics for a race rnn over such a course as at Epsom, 
and. although starting at 9 to 1, three others were 
preferred to him i n the quotations. That his critics 
were wrong was amply demonstrated in the race, 
for he won in a canter from Lord Rosebery’s Conr- 
onne de Fer, with the Two Thousand wifiner, At- 
lantic. third. George Frederick met with jn ac- 
cident a few days after his Derby triumph. an«’ 
could never be thoroughly trained again, although^ 
he did run once as a four-year-old, but witlioiit 
success.

AFTERMATH OF THE NEWMARKET SALES. 

Use That Will Be Made of the Tully Stud Horses 
by the British Government. 

When the final transaction of the Newmarket 
December sales had passed into history, “The Spec- 
ial Commissioner,” Mr. W. K. Allison, always an 
interesting writer when in the right mood, gave 
tiie following sketchy description of certain attend- 
ant features iu Loudon Sportsman of December 4: 

“The final flare-up in connection with the sales 
was sensational indeed, and the diners In the coffee- 
room at the Rutland Arms on Thursday eveuiug 
would not have been more startled by a' bomb ex- 
plosion than they were when Colonel Hall Walker, 
who w r as downstairs iu Mr. Tattersall’s room, sent 
up to tell me that the government had accepted his 
offer of the Tully Stud aud Russley stable. ’.Tills 
was alsmt nine p. in., and our resident cenvspond 
ent. who was present, could hardly tie ]>ersuaded 
to lielicve the news, hut having quickly verified it 
he rushed to the telephone to communicate with 
The Sisirtsiuan office. Naturally there was a great 
deal of murmuring over the belated decision, for 
many people had stayed socially for the firth da Vs 
sale, and much money had l»eeu held over for buying 
some of Colonel Hall Walker’s lots. 1 myself 'had 
au absolutely unlimited commission to buy one Of 
them. The colonel is not to blame in anj' way, hut 
mipisters might surely have decided earlier, for in 
that case a good deal more money would have 1 os'll 
spent during preceding days. 

“Still, no one could help being gratified by the 
government’s decision, which finally recognizes the 
national value of the British thoroughbred, and 
will l»e gall and wormwood to Mr. Hogge. M. 1**, 
and his accomplices. There is, of course, no idea 
of breeding light horses from the Tnlly mares. 
They are taken over to assist in retaining and main- 
taining our bloodstock, aud from time to time thev 
will produce colts which, in due time, will develop 
into high-class stallions to be located at the Kussley 
depot, and from there distributed throughout me 
country. The yearlings can be leased in some cases 
and in others sold, and it is quite certain that such 
a stud can be carried on at a profit. Why, at this 
moment, as I am writing, I have received another 
cable from America to buy several of the mares. 

In fact. 1 have instructions from five different hov- 
ers. and there are plenty of other i>eopIc here simi- 
larly circumstanced. Mr. Welsh (whose name is 
not Walsh) had held himself iu check yesterday 
with a view' to today, and I think Sir Gilbert Green- 
all would have been another good buyer. However, 
he has obtained some solace by gecuriug the g«>od 
mare, Gera, which is sure to breed him some good 
winners, for the old Lady Sterling breed may he 
confidently relied on to do this almost with cer- 
tainty. Tlieu there is Mr. Livock, who had instruc- 
tions to buy several of the Tully mares, and I 
know Mr. J. B. Joel wanted Lady Lightfoot, the 
dam of Prince Palatine, ludeed, one hardly realized 
until today what a lot of unspent money was 
available for this sale. Mr. Willey would doubtless 
have been a buyer, but he managed to get a good 
mare all the same in Accurate. Sir Thomas l>ewar. 
too. wanted more mares. Altogether it looks as 
though the Tully stock and horses in training wonld 
have made a big total indeed, and the government 
is indeed lucky to have obtained the lot for nothing. 

“There were not a few people who refused to 
believe the news when it came in. and declared 
that Col. nail Walker and the government bad 
been made the victims of a practical joke by 
some audacious forger: but practical jokers, if 
any survive in these days, would hardly subject 
themselves to the pains and penalties provided for 
forgers of a telegram, and the idea was hardly 
worth a moment’s consideration. 

“It is legitimate here to recall the fact that I 
was the first to publish the offer which Col. Hall 
Walker had made to the government, and it was 
distributed by The Sportsman to the rest of th* 
press. The exact terms of the offer were corrects 
stated, though I did not mention at the time that 
it included the valuable collection of pictures at 
Tully. There have been numerous inquiries today 
as to the appointment of a manager, but as Col. 
Hall Walker offered to manage the studs himself 
in an honorary capacity it seems in the highest 
degree improbable that anyone else will be ap- 
pointed. 

Our government has for our sins adopted some 
of its schemes of social reform from Germany, but 
there would be no harm in a study being made of 
the management of the Imi>erial Stud. Graditz. and 
there are several people in England who could give 
full information, R. Day among others. Of course. 
Count Lehndorff and others did not buy costly thor- 
oughbred mares for Graditz with a view to their 
breeding remounts. The object all along has been 
to maintain a stock of really high class thorough- 
breds from which sires of the future could be pro- 
duced. and that, no doubt, is what Col. Hall Walker, 
at any rate, has in view, and it is all the more 
important because bloodstock breeding, should the 
war go on much longer, will be a too costly oc- 
cupation for any but the very richest individuals— 
if any rich remain after half-incomes are absorbed 
in economy taxation. Apparently rich men in pos- 
session of settled estates are often deadly poor on 
account of the charges imposed on the estates and 
the tendency of rent to go constantly lower. 

“It may be thought that the undoubted success 
attending this week’s sales will encourage breeders 
to carry on, but the success is of a nature that 
augurs ill for the future of onr bloodstock without 
the government support which it has now so oppor- 
tunely received. 

“While I am writing I have received some further 
conformation of the report as to a manager of the 
new scheme, though there can be no use at present 
in mentioning a name. No doubt Purcell, the Tully 
stud-groom, will be retained, but it is quite prema- 
ture to discuss details which have not been settled 
and are not likely to be for some time to come. 
The whole idea is so new' in England that with 
characteristic insularity many people look askance 
at it, and this may in a large measure have l**en 
the cause of the government's delay, but all these 
doubts and clouds will disperse before long, and the 
tremendous stroke in favor of the maintenance of 
onr best bloodstock, which it lias fallen to the lot of 
a hybrid government to strike, will then he fully 
appreciated. The king’s support of the turf and 
bloodstock breeding has hitherto l>een the all-import- 
ant factor, but now we have the nation itself defi- 
nitely concerned, and it becomes therefore a sure 
thing that though individual breeders may lie pau- 
perized and frozen out, the future of the priceless 
British thoroughbred, our oue genuine uionoply, is 
assured. 

“Now as to any deductions that may Ik* drawn 
from the success of this week’s sales, it must be 
carefully noted that but for Mr. James Buchanan, 

Sir Thomas Dewar, Sir Gilbert Greenall. aud Mr. 

F. Willey home buyers would have becu quite in 
the background, and only a few lots were knocked 
down to these gentlemen. All the other purchases 
of any importance were made for America, Austra- 
lia or France, and there was an incessant run 
throughout the week on the various forms which 
are necessary for export purposes. All the while 
bloodstock has been going out of the country bv 
private contract, and there are certainly not half 
as many horses in training at Newmarket now as 
there w’ere at this time last year. Several owners, 
as I stated the other day. have shot a certain num- 
ber of their yearlings, not to mention those that 
have been castrated, and if this condition of affairs 
dot*s not justify, and, indeed, necessitate state in- 
terference. I cannot imagine what would do so. 
For a year or two American and colonial competition 
might still keep us in a fool's paradise on acount 
of the prices given, and these wonld rise higher as 
the supply diminishes: but tjie rapid diminution of 
that stock, as bred by individuals, is a Issl-rock 
certainty in the present economic condition, and 
that is where the far-seeing policy of securing at 
least one great stud for the state comes in. Nearly 
all the Tnlly mares would have gone abroad had 
they come up today. We were, in fact, wdthin 
measurable distance of being bled white of our 
thoroughbreds, and this would have happened quife 
as quickly as it did in America when the anti- * 
gamblers stopped racing there. America, however 
has so thriven on tiie war that she is able to expend 
big sums now' in replenishing her bloodstock: but we 
— when shall we ever be able to launch out again 
and buy if w’e let our mares go now? Already 
there is talk of seuding a number of Enblish mares 
to be sold in the United States of America, and 
Mr. Sievier is understood to I** arranging details 
out there, while I know' that Joyner is interested 
in a similar scheme. Where would It all end hut 
for the timely assistance of the state, thanks to the 
patriotic gift of Col. Hall Walker? 

“I dwell on this subject because it is so do- 
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sirable that people should not be mislead hy the 
glamor of this week's sales. They *111 realize the 
Position better when they see the next Stud Book 
statistics and see the mimlier of mares that have 
beoii exported. However, the taking of the Tully 
Stud by the government gives a solid foundation 
of h«<|M* for the future, and I only hope that it 
will Ik* managed in the future as ably as it has been 
in tiie past. 

“Now as to tbe sales, I have already said that 
the great bulk of the substantial purchases was 
for abroad. The British Bloodstock Agency took 
many lots for Australia. Mr. Welsh and Mr. W. F. 
Smith were acting for American buyers — the latter 
geutlemau for two clients. 1 myself bought for two 
Anierii*an breeders and one Russian, and even Mr. 
<*. <’. Edmunds made some purchases for Australia.

1 Vatalogiie was. after all, not a heavy one, while 
i \yr withdrawal of the Tully and Russley lots made 
the last day’s business unusually brief. This was 
fortunate for the owners of the few remaining lots 
that were worth attention, for a good deal of the 
surplus money was bid for them, and it would not 
have lieen had the Tully mares been offered. Thus 
1 found it quite impossible to buy Gera, and still 
more so to buy Messalina, a fine Cieero four-year- 
old mare, in foal to St. Amant. I bid wbat money 
1 bad over for ber. but tbat was no use. and after 
a brisk competition Mr. Welsh got her for 1.350 
guineas. He is rather disposed to think be gave 
t«*o much for lier. but that is by no means my 
opinion, for site is a good sort and certain in foal. 

“From the same stud, a few* lots earlier, Mr. F. 
Willey had bought old Phroso for 1!G0 guineas, very 
cheaply, for though eighteen years old she is safe 
in foal to Cylgad, and she is also the dam of four 
good winners. It is a foolish thing to lie prejudiced 
against buying healthy old mares, simply on ae- 
count of their age, and this I proved years ago in 
the ease of Lady Villikius, which produced Marcovil 
when she was eighteen, two years after I had sold 
her to the late Ihike of Devonshire. 

rht'oso Is an extraordinarily well-bred mare, 
lieiug by Galopin out of Ktbel Agues (sister to 
Mart agon) — nothing could be better. It is likely 
that Cylgad will prove to have been the exact horse 
for h«*r. as he has such ample size and bone, and 
the 4'ombi nation of Cyllene and Martagou should 
suit really well. Mr. Willey looks like getting 
together a quite first-class stud, and we may see 
him send out a Derby winuer before many years 
arc over. 

One of tlie absurdly cheap bargains of the week 
may have been the three-year-old filly Queen Laura, 
a sister to Alepiio, which was sold for a mere trifle 
on Thursday. She comes of the same immediate 
family as Bayardo and Lemberg, and therefore, of 
course, traces to Queen Mary through Blink Bonny. 
Some day. if well mated, she will be a valuable 
broodmare. But as to bargains, there were doubt- 
less mauy. while a good many mares realized more 
than full value. 

Personally I eannot but think Auspicious at 220 
guineas an astonishing purchase, for this three- 
parts sister to Star Shoot is but ten years old, dam 
of two winners and certain in foal. How it came 
about tbat this daughter of Gallinule was sold so 
cheaply passes human comprehension, for no one 
would * have been surprised to see her make 1000 
guineas. 

Now I would fain review the sales more careful- 
ly. but 1 bad forgotten about the lack of light in 
trains now — though I should have remembered 

from last time and I simply cannot read my 

own notes on tbe catalogue before me. One can 
but say, therefore, that despite the final fiasco the 
general business result has been satisfactory, and 
even that fiasco must have come as a boon, and 
a blessing to Newmarket hotels and lodging-house 
kee|*ers, for there was a full attendance on Thurs- 
i lay night in anticipation of the next day's sale, 
and the news of the Government’s acceptance of 
i\4. Hall Walker’s offer was not received in time 
for anybody to get away home, as most of them 
certaiulv would have done had they known earlier. 
Mr. Tattersall bore the disappointment with becom- 
ing resignation, though the withdrawal must have 
un-ant the loss of at least 2 ,500 imutids to his firm. 
Tin* sales today lasted ouly about two and a half 
hours. ami were far from being interesting in the 
later stages, but tbe ring side was well attended 
throughout. 

HORSES LOST TO ENGLAND FOR GOOD. 

During the year almost gone the exodus of thor- 
oughbreds from Eugland to tbe United States, 
Australia, India, South Africa, Brazil, Argentine 
and other countries lias been greater by far than 
the combined loss of probably any other three or 
Tour years. It is conceded tbat many horses which 
would -have been lost forever to England, where, 
it is the consensus, they would have made, in all 
likelihood, greater names for themselves than in 
the new homes. Of tbe younger borses which were 
S4ild out of that country, Clapperbiil, the two-year- 
nld son of Thrush-Azores. which was purchased by 
•^JR-k” Joyner, and subsequently sold to Henry 
Pavne Whitnev, is considered to have been tbe best. 
Clapperbiil is a fine upstanding youngster which is 
ex I tec t<xl to prove a decided accession next year to 



the sterling lot of three-year-olds which will race I 
in Mr. Whitney’s string. In commenting upon tbe 
losses of some of those liorsos which were sold 
after taking part in some of their engagements. 
•’Augur.” in Sp4>rting Life, has tbe following to 
sav: “Tbe Dark Ronalds, through Sir Abe Bailey’s 

one-time association with that successful sire, are 
well and favorably known in South Africa, and one 
of tin* first exportations is After Dark, a three- 
year-old sister to Son-in-Law. Her performances, 
Imwevcr, up to the time she left England had not 
lieen at all on a par with her better known rela- 
tes. Curiously enough. Arnica, a filly by St. 
Amant — Nausioaa. formerly the property of Sir 
Ernest Cassell, and which has also gone to South 
Africa, made her last appearance here simultan- 
eously with After Dark, and in the same race. Tbe 
grav Roi Ilerode colt Arehelaus was dispatched to 
Brazil after his outing in the Newmarket Biennial 
Stakes, and the speedy Arriet, by Harry Melton, 
out of Koster Girl, was shipped to the United States. 
Among the ‘Bs’ one notices Ben Wyvis. which 
dead -Lea ted with Major Symons for the Tbatchman 
l»ug Distance Handicap at Newbury, aud which 
was sold to an American buyer, as also was the 
four-vear-old Brotherstono. Brown Ronald, which, 
after au exciting struggle, succeeded in giving 
Anguilla five pounds in the Ellesmere Stakes, has 
gone to South Africa, aud while The Butler was 
not a performer of great merit it is interesting to 
note that he was bought for British Guina. Clyde- 
side, winner in a big field at the first July meet- 
ing, was bought by R. Wootton and seut by him to 
Australia. Consul, which was thought much of as 
a two-year-old. went to the Argentine, while the 
Belgian-bred Cybele H. was bought by the famous 
artist, Clarence Hailey, who has sent so many 
reallv good winners out to India recently. 

“The useful three-year-old Eastington was one 
of those exported to South Africa, while the Ger- 
man-bred two-year-old Englebert was purchased for 
America hv Joyner. The next one is the well-bred 
six-year-old Halberd, by William tbe Third— Brit- 
annia, as having gone to Australia, followed by a 
good class performer in Honeywood, dispatched to 
the United States. Kona, a two-year-old filly by 
Karla Mor, out of Neplitys, which beat a big band 
•at tlie first extra meeting, was afterward sent lo 
Spain. It is pleasing, nevertheless, to contemplate 
that racing in Spain will flourish under the enthu- 
siastic patronage of King Alfonso, and tbat in 
tlie course of time will come tlie desire for a better 
class of thoroughbred than that with which a 
beginning is to be made. Still wading through tbe 
alphabetical list and fussing by any number of 
lesser lights I reach the useful Llangwm — Valve 
fillv. formerly Lord Roseliery’s property, and now 
in ‘New Zealand. Tlie tliree-year-old Lusca went 
to India, as did the staying Magyar— just the sort 
to do well in that country. The same comment 
applies to the northern filly. Matchless Maud, by 
Matchmaker, out of Mauil Allan. Mercedes, which 
was good enough to beat Lady Isabel by four 
lengths at Kempton Park, was sold to an Australian 
owner, the speedy American-bred mare Oneida II. 
went to South America, while Polistena, a daughter 
of the champion sire Polymelus. is now in America. 
She carried Mr. Sol Joel’s colors to victory in a 
field of twenty-four at the first extra meeting, her 
only appearance of the season. Roseville was suc- 
cessful on two occasions prior to his activities being 
transferred to India, while the well-bred juvenile 
^altaire, by Symington, out of Altair, after winning 
a race at headquarters, took the fancy of Mr. 
Samuel Goldbill. a well-known Australian sports- 
man, who was visiting at the time. Disappointing 
though he was from a classic point of view. Sunfire 
should lie a tower of strength in his new home. 
India, as he was well at the top of the second class 
among his contempdraries here. Then, should Sunny 
Lake do well in New Zealand, it will be recalled 
with pride that the colt was bred by King George. 
Toeson (Australia). Vanadium (India), Windlesham 
(Australia). Winkle (New Zealand) and Yellow 
Jester (India) are others that can be ticked off as 
likely to hold their own in the company they will 
meet in tlie future. Sweden, Denmark, Brazil 
and Jamaica have all claimed several of the 
more moderate class of animals, but mention of 
these count ri4*s serves to remind ns how world- 
wide is the popularity of racing and how essen- 
tial the use of the British thoroughbred is re- 
garded everywhere.”
